I attended this latest event from the opening day, 
Saturday, 27 May, through Tuesday, 30 May. It was 
an interesting, tiring, and somewhat expensive (food 
and hotel) experience. 


Our Society had a booth sponsored and manned by 
the Washington and Metro Chapters’ members. This 
was the tenth international philatelic exhibition held 
in the United States. The others were: 1913, 1926, 
1936 (TIPEX), 1947 (CIPEX), and 1956 (FIPEX) in 
New York City; 1966 (SIPEX) in Washington; 1976 
(INTERPHIL 76) in Philadelphia; 1986 (AMERIPEX 
86) in Rosemont, Illinois; and 1997 (PACIFIC 97) in 
San Francisco. 


There were four first day ceremonies for U.S. stamps: 
Saturday—the “Wonders of America” stamps; 
Sunday—the joint issue with Canada honoring the 








voyage of Samuel de Champlain which was issued 
both as a single stamp and as a souvenir sheet; 
Monday—the show souvenir sheet; and Tuesday— 
the Distinguished Diplomats. Attendees received a 
large (9” x 6”) FDOI cover when exiting the cere- 
monies, | missed the “Wonders” (the event occurred 
an hour or.so before | arrived) and passed on the 
“Diplomats.” I saw only the $1 and $2 souvenir sheet 
stamps on covers, i.e., no $5. Anyone get one? 


[ had made up several “first day of show cards” from 
our 1998 Annual meeting card (N-10) using a block 
of booklet stamps and a copy of the show promo- 
tional label to cover the original lettering (cover).

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There was another spider press present at the booth 
of Sennett Security Products, which is affiliated with 
Banknote Corporation of America, Inc., some of 
whose work for the USPS was displayed on the 
booth walls.

They also held a free, daily raffle three times a day

WorLD PHILATELIC EXHIBITION * WASHINGTON, DC 
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The SCCS Annual Meeting was scheduled for 12:00 
noon on Monday, 29 May, as noted in the last Journal 
(page C2). It was rescheduled to 10:00 a.m. to avoid 
a conflict with the FDOI ceremony for the USPS 
Distinguished American Diplomats stamps. But the 
Sennett raffle caused the meeting to be cut short, as 
some in attendance left, and so, some business was 
left unfinished. 


There were 24 people present: Mike Bean, Arthur 
Benjamin, Lyle Boardman, Ralph Calabrese, David 
Clark, William Cornelius, Georgette Cornio, Sid 
Crawford, Frank Crowe, Larry Dodson, Milton 
Goldsant, Bob Hallett, Doug Holl, Cliff Joseph, 
Larry Leyser, Neal Parr, John Parker, Steve Patrick, 
and myself. Apparently six did not sign the atten- 
dance sheet. Mr. Cornelius and Mr. Crawford joined 
at the show, but I do not know the status of the other 
un-highlighted name. (Six other people joined dur- 
ing the show!) 


There was a discussion about the status of our 
Society and the souvenir card hobby in general. Our 
paid membership continues to decline along with the 
Bureau’s output. 


Art Benjamin announced his decision to vacate the 
position of President, but will remain as Treasurer.

In another organization for which | 
am the Journal editor, | am also the “Interim- 
Secretary-Treasurer,” a position I took over when the 
then “Secretary-Treasurer” had a heart attack and 
subsequent multiple by-pass surgery. That was sev- 
eral years ago! This is not a problem for me as I am 
the only payee and I do the mailing, i.e., produce the 
labels, and get the Journal to the printer and into the 
mail. I make an annual report to the Association’s 
board. Consequently, this “Interim-President” is 
looking for someone else to have the “honor.” Any 
volunteers? 


The status of the “auction” was brought up briefly, 
but no solution was proposed and the discussion 
was abbreviated by the departure of many for the 
raffle.
